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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not anticipate or render obvious a CT system, where only one filter of the 
plurality of filters to be positioned between the energy source and the subject when the 
energy source is energized to one of the energy states. The prior art of record also 
does not teach positioning only a first portion of the filtering apparatus or a second 
portion of the filtering apparatus is between the subject and the electromagnetic source 
and single projection paths for both filters. McDaniel et al. teach the placement of both 
filters between the x-ray source and the detectors with separate projection paths in 
which the pairs of filters are positioned. Upon allowance of generic claims 1 , 8, and 19, 
non-elected claims 6, 7, 14, 15, and 23 have been rejoined.
